House Culture in Pots. Plant the bulb in a compost of 
y 3 fine rich loam and % sand, just covering the top of the bulb; 
water thoroughly, and set in a dark, cool place, away from 
frost. It is useless to try to force them into bloom until they 
have made sufficient root, and the spike is 3 to 4 inches high. 

This will take from six to eight weeks from the time of plant¬ 
ing; then remove to a light sunny window, and water freely. 

House Culture In \tater. Fill the glasses with water 
till it just touches the base of the bulb (no more); then set in a 
dark, cool place away from frost, till the roots have reached the 
bottom of the glass, which requires about eight weeks’ time, 
when they should be placed in a light, wanh room, for bloom¬ 
ing; as the water evaporates fill as before mentioned. If the 
water becomes foul, lift the bulb, rinse the roots, and wash the 
glass, then replace as before. A small piece of charcoal in the 
glass helps to keep the water pure. Nothing can be more 
interesting than the culture of Hyacinths in glasses.

NARCISSUS, 

OR SACRED LILY. 

This charming flower is grown by the 
Chinese to celebrate the advent of their new 
year or good-luck feasts, and is called by them 
“Joss Flower” or “ Plower of the Gods.” The 
bulbs are very large, and send up from five to 
twelve spikes which bear clusters of silvery white 
flowers with golden yellow cups. They are of 
exquisite beauty and wondrous perfume.

JONQUILS. 


These are beautiful varieties of the Narcissus family, producing 
large bunches of the most charming deep golden-yellow flowers, which 
emit a powerful fragrance. Being perfectly hardy they may be planted 
in the open border; and are also admirably adapted for pot culture 
in the house, as the bulbs are small four or five should be planted in a 
five inch pot. They are exceedingly useful for cutting for bouquets.

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LILIES. 


The Lily stands pre-eminent among all flowering bulbs. Stately in habit, varied in color, highly fragrant, 
tiardy, easily cultivated, and blooming from June until fall, they can claim, as they fully deserve, a prominent place 
in the largest or smallest garden, and no herbaceous border, however select, should be without a few of the best 
sorts. Lsually we associate the idea of extreme whiteness with the Lily, but since the addition of our native 
American varieties, and the introduction of the many splendid sorts from Japan and other localities, we have a 
gorgeousness of color that cannot be rivalled. Everybody should include at least a few sorts of this favorite family 
in their orders. 


Culture Out-Of Doors, they should be planted in the fall, from October as long as the soil can be worked, 
and in the spring, as soon as the frost is out of the ground, the earlier the better. In selecting the situation for the 
. Lily-bed care should be taken to have the dryest spot possible, where water is not liable to stand in wintei. All 
the species thrive best when planted in partial shade, and should remain undisturbed a number of years, frequent 
removals being injurious, by destroying the roots, and established patches bloom much more profusely. The bed 
should be prepared by removing a portion of the old soil and replacing the same with peat, leaf mould and sand, 
mixing the whole well together to the depth of eighteen or twenty inches, a good supply of well rotted manure 
should be mixed with the soil, except in the case of the Auratum which cannot bear manure. The bulbs should be 
planted from four to ten inches deep according to size, and twelve inches apart. Before winter secs in cover the 
bed to the depth of three to four inches with leaves, strawy manure or tan. In April remove the covering and stir 
the surface of the bed, keep it clear of weeds, and during the summer and fall you will be amply repaid for your 
care, by the magnificent display of bloom. 

Pot Culture, for this purpose plant any time from September to February. Choose a compost of loam and 
leaf mould nicely broken up and thoroughly intermixed with a small quantity of clean sand. Plant in six or eight 
inch pots, one bulb in each. Give a good drainage and cover two inches deep, pressing the soil firmly together. 
When there is plenty of room, and an effective display is an object, six bulbs planted in a large pot, say twelve 
inches in diameter, will form, when in bloom, one of the grandest shows. Place the pots in a cool, dry place as 
directed for Hyacinths, giving them but little water till the shoots appear, when they should be removed to a good 
situation near the light, and given a good soaking of water, sufficient to thoroughly moisten the mould, and let 
them be regularly supplied with water after this time, as they may require it. 


Auratum or QllCCIl of Lilies (The Golden-Rayed Lily of Japan), this superb Lily has 
flowers twelve inches in diameter, pure white, thickly studded with crimson spots, while 
through the centre of each petal runs a clear golden band. The blooms are produced in 
great profusion, and are deliciously fragrant. It has become one of the standard favorites 
of the flower garden, and is considered by many the finest of all Lilies ....

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CROCUS. 

The Crocus is one of the greatest favorites of all spring flowers, as it thrusts its graceful blossoms up so ea^ 
before the snow has entirely disappeared, like a promise of the coming warmth and sunshine. Being of a dwarf, 
compact habit of growth renders it especially suitable for planting near the margin or edge of flower borders or 
beds, and for forming lines or fancy groups in the lawn, where it does not 
require removal. Few objects could be more beautiful than a mass of Crocus 
blossoms in the yards of city houses in March, while the pavements are yet 
covered with ice. And what could be more attractive in our parlor window 
than a few pots of Crocus in full bloom. 

Culture 111 the Garden. Plant in the open ground in October or 
November, in light, rich sandy soil, three inches deep and two or three inches 
apart. They should not be disturbed, unless the bulbs become too numerous, 
as they bloom more profusely when well established. We must urge their 
more extensive use in grass plots, embankments, and terraces, as well as the 
flower garden. In either and all of these places, they never fail to give a 
cheerful effect and decorative appearance. But they should not be planted 
sparingly; it is only in masses that they become effective and beautiful. 

Culture iu Pots, Vases, and Baskets. For pot culture use good rich 
sandy soil, and secure perfect drainage, a liberal supply of water being neces¬ 
sary during the blooming season. Plant six or eight bulbs in each pot, cover 
an inch deep, then set in a cool dark place, where they are to remain till the 
leaves appear, when they may be removed to the window. For a succession, plant every two weeks, and manage in 
the same manner. 

Fancy saucers, pots, vases or baskets may be filled with sand or fine moss, the bulbs planted and placed in the 
dark for a few weeks, when they will begin to grow, and should be brought to the light, and watered, applying it 
more freely as the growth and bloom advance.
